Washington, April 29,—The end of 
the Filipino insurrection is in sight, in 
the opinion of army and nary officials. 
A telegram received from General Otis 
yesterday announced that Aguinaldo 
had taken what is regarded as the first 
step toward snrrendoring. namely, re­ 
questing a cessation of hostilities. 
Boo- 
retary Alger said last night that while 
It oould not be said that peace was as­ 
sured, he regarded the prospects as of 
the brightest and felt confident that the 
end of the insurrection was near. 
The 
secretary left la-? night for a 10-days’ 
trip in the west and it gave him great 
satisfaction to leave affair* in such 
promising shape. 
Everybody is praising the volunteers, 
a marked change in the sentiment ex­ 
pressed a few days ago, when it wa- un­ 
derstood tliat th** sam** men were plead­ 
ing to be brought home. 
Colonel Funs­ 
ton came in for the most commendation 
even th** regular officer* taking note 
with admiration of the fact that bis 
achievement* were all strictly within 
the line of the plan* laid down for him 
by his superior officer, General Whoa 
ton. 
General Corbin m d that every volun 
leer who j si rtici] kited in the fighting in 
the Philippines since pea«*c was d>-dared 
should have a ne-da! of honor. 
By the 
terms (rf their enlistment- they were «-n 
titled to w ith< I raw from th*- service, but

that Otis must exercise care to make 
sun* that they do not, in bad faith, take 
advantage of the opp »rtunity afforded 
by a suspension of hostilities to secure 
whatever of benefit to themselves may 
come from the rapidly approaching rainy 
season. 
Campaigning on the part of tho 
Americans will be almost impossible 
that time. 
However, it is believed that 
Aguinaldo is now n-ally in earnest aud 
that his sole effort is to shift responsi­ 
bility for the surrender to th** F ilip in o 
congres- 
Adjutant General Corbin -ays the 
Filipino p rn «• overtures will not bring 
about any change of plan in this coun­ 
try as to forwarding ships, supplies and 
troops to the Philippines. 
Transports 
are about to Haul from San Francisco and 
a considerable number of troop* are on 
der order* to proceed to Manila. 
It is said at the navy department that 
the development* (rf yesterday make it 
Improbable that the Iowa will bo sent 
to Manila according to the original pro 
gramme. 
In view of the state of aff tur­ 
in China, however, the American fleet 
on the .Arn At ic station will be kept at a 
high standard.

Kirk-ville, Mo., April 29.—A* a re*nlt 
of the tornado that swept through the 
eastern portion of this city, demolishing 
half of the residences and other build­ 
ings, 200 families are homeless and more 
than 30 dead bodies and 70 injured per­ 
sons were recovered from tho ruins yes­ 
terday. 
More than a d*»seii of the in­ 
jured will die. 
Although rescuers have 
been searching tho ruins ever since tho 
storm spent its fnrv many are still miss­ 
ing, and it is thought that a consider­ 
able number of the unfortunates were 
consumed in the flames that broke out 
soon after the storm had ceased. 
The 
work of rescue continue*, but it may be 
days Inf ore the total number of victims 
is known. 
The tornado cut a clean path one mile 
long aud (500 feet wide through the resi­ 
dence section aud left death and de­ 
struction in its wake. 
Buildings were 
demolished tar twisted apart and scat­ 
tered to the four winds. 
A conservative 
estimate places the aggregate amount of 
damage at $200,000, the individual losses 
ranging from $100 to $s,000. 
The wind played many pranks aud 
there were some miraculous escapes. 
J. 
T. Coon field and his family were eating 
supper wheu the tornado struck their 
home. 
The house was picked up and 
carried across a slough and dumped up 
against a hill, the building was not 
completely -wrecked and the family es­ 
caped without anything worse than a 
severe shaking up.

The head was 
as nicely severed as if it might have bei n 
done with a knife aud was about 20 feet 
distant. 
Two children had been lying in a cot 
in oil*- of the destroyed homes.
